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Reassures allies of U.S. support 
Ford pledges humanitarian 


aid to Vietnam refugees 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) — President Ford 
acknowledged today the United States 
had suffered “ serious setbacks” abroad, 
but declared he will not “ pull down the 
Stars and Stripes and sail home from the 
seas of the world.” 
In a hard-hitting speech, Ford said he 
was not assigning blame for the rapidly 
deteriorating military situation in South 
Vietnam, and pledged the United States 
will do everything in its power to ease 
the suffering of civilian refugees. 
And he urged America’s allies not to 
worry that U.S. commitments would be 
abandoned 
in a 
new 
retreat 
into 
isolationism. 
“ We stand ready to defend ourselves 


and support our allies as surely as we 
always have,” he said 
So long as he is president, he said, 
America “ will neither furl the flag nor 
abandon hope,” despite the serious 
diplomatic setbacks abroad in recent 
weeks in Indochina and the Mideast. 
“ I reject the prophets of doom who 
see nothing but depression at home and 
despair abroad,” he said. " I will reject 
any advice to pull down the Stars and 
Stripes and sail home from the seas of 
the world...” 
In a speech prepared for delivery to a 
White 
House-sponsored 
citizens 
conference, Ford said “ we are taking all 
the humanitarian measures we can to 


relieve the innocent civilian refugees m 
South Vietnam whose plight touches the 
heart of America. 
“ At the same time, we are providing 
for the safety of all the Americans who 
from a deep sense of duty might be 
endangered by swift changes in the 
battle zone.” 
Ford said he will ask Congress when it 
reconvenes after its Easter holiday to 
make a “ firm American commitment to 
humanitarian assistance” for victims of 
what he called Hanoi’s aggression. 
Calling the South Vietnamese military 
collapse a time of sadness and trouble, 
the President said, “ I will not engage in 
recriminations or attempts to assess 
Orphans begin life without war 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — Fifty-eight Vietnamese 
orphans, flown out of Saigon by a pilot who defied attempts 
to halt his plane, chattered and played in an Army barracks 
today, refusing to go to sleep. 
“ Most of them are finally running out of energy,” said Dr. 
Gary Feldman, who was a bit weary himself after examin­ 
ing the children. 
Two of the orphans were transferred to a hospital for 
attention to minor ailments. Army personnel at the San 
Francisco Presidio tried to get the rest to lie down on the 
mattresses in the barracks and get to sleep. 
The orphans, ranging in age from three months to eight 
years, arrived at Oakland International Airport during the 


night aboard a World Airways cargo jet whose pilot took off 
from Saigon in defiance of instructions from air controllers. 
The pilot said he thought it was just another stall which had 
delayed the orphan flight for many hours. 


World Airways had hoped to fly 1,000 or more orphans to 
the United States but ran into heavy red tape. 


Two of the 60 who were aboard the cargo jet when it left 
Saigon were taken off in Japan because they were sick. All 
of the children on the flight were orphans sponsored by 
Friends for the Vietnam Children, a Denver-based agency, 
which has been taking care of children in Southeast Asia for 
eight years.

Lawyers' malpractice fees cited in 'crisis' 


(This is the third part in a series of 
four articles on the doctor's malpractice 
insurance crisis and how it affects this 
area.)

As insurance companies across the 
country continue to withdraw from the 
medical malpractice insurance market 
or increase their premiums at a 
staggering rate, area doctors are faced 
with the problem of financing or finding 
coverage. 
Two 
companies 
have 
recently 
withdrawn from the local market, 
according to Bob Marvin of the Santa 
Barbara County Medical Society. Two 
companies remain. One of these insures 
only selected physicians, depending on 
their history and their category of 
practice. The other. Travelers, has 
asked for a 100 per cent increase in their 
premium rates effective July 1 for those 
they already insure and effective April 1 
for new applicants. Even then, they can 
not guarantee coverage to area doctors 
in 1976, Marvin has been informed. 
One Lompoc physician, presently 
faced with the possibility that his 
insurance coverage will not be renewed 
in December, blames the problem on 
lawyers’ contingency fees. 
In such an instance, a lawyer will take 
a 
medical 
malpractice 
case, 
but 


receives payment only if a settlement is 
made in favor of his client. He then 
receives a percentage of the settlement. 
According to Marvin, the plaintiff may 
receive as little as 18 cents out of each 
dollar awarded. The rest goes to court 
and administrative costs as well as the 
attorney. 


Says one Lompoc attorney, “ I think 
the 
contingency 
fee 
is 
necessary 
because it allows the person who can’t 
afford to pay a lawyer, a chance in 
court.” 
The problem is not the lawyer’s fault, 
he added. 
“ As one lawyer stated in a recent Los 
Angeles Times article,” he said, “ The 
reason 
for 
malpractice 
suits 
is 
malpractice.” 
This local attorney sympathizes with 
the physician’s plight. He agrees that 
doctors are being charged staggering 
premium fees which discourage new 
physicians from entering the field. But 
he doesn’t feel the solution is to stop 
malpractice cases. 
“ It’s the only way a victim, paralyzed 
for life, say, tan receive any type of 
compensation, for what it’s worth,” he 
said. 
He also feels that the insurance 
companies are going too far — that they 
are being overly cautious and trying to 
keep too much of a reserve. 
Gary Dunlap, a local attorney who 


specializes in personal injury cases, has 
been 
involved 
in 
five 
medical 
malpractice 
suits 
since 
he 
began 
practice here eight years ago. Only two 
of those cases were local cases The 
others were Santa Maria or Santa 
Barbara cases. 
“ I think our local doctors have very 
high standards,” said Dunlap. “ But I 
also think that, in general, doctors are 
trying to blame everyone else — the 
lawyer, 
the 
public, 
the 
insurance 
company — when the problem is in their 
own house.” 


According 
to Dunlap, a medical 
malpractice case is one of the hardest 
and most expensive cases to handle. One 
reason, he says, is because it is difficult 
to get a local physician to testify against 
another local physician. Therefore, you 
have to go to Los Angeles or San 
Francisco to get an “ expert” medical 
witness who can testify to negligence on 
the doctor’s part. 
Also, he explained, since a lawyer is 
challenging 
a 
physician 
in 
the 
physician’s own area, it is difficult for 
the lawyer to understand the problem 
and he must have the help of an expert 
medical person, who can examine the 
client. 
Dunlap supports contingency fees. 
“ People who have been injured are 
usually in financial difficulty from 
hospital bills and from being out of

work. They can’t afford a lawyer on an 
hourly basis,’’ he stated. 
When a settlement is made in favor of 
the plaintiff, his lawyer may get one 
third of the amount awarded, according 
to Dunlap. 
While Dunlap admits this is a high 
percentage, 
he 
holds 
that 
the 
settlements are usually not for that 
large an amount. He also pointed out 
that a lawyer gets nothing for his time 
or expense if he loses the case. 
Dunlap feels the solution to the 
problem is with the doctors — that they 
need to keep up with new techniques. If 
a doctor has been out of medical school 
for some time, he should take periodic 
exams to see that he is up to date, the 
attorney offered. 
Another Lompoc attorney agreed with 
this opinion, but added that insurance 
companies should also be policed more 
extensively. 
On the other hand, Dunlap feels that 
lawyers have 
a duty 
to look 
at 
malpractice cases more stringently 
because such 
a case 
can ruin a 
physician’s career. 
“ Lawyers should be very cautious 
before launching suits,” he added. 
“ People understand mistakes in other 
areas, 
but 
not in 
the medical 
profession.”

and politicians had made similar re­ 
quests earlier. 
Catholics gathered at a number of 
suburban churches in demonstrations 
blaming the president for the staggering

demonstrators at several churches as 
curfew approached but did not fire into 
the crowds. 
The Saigon government earlier today 
banned such public demonstrations and 
issued shoot-to-kill orders to soldiers as 
thousands of refugees and disorganized 
soldiers fled into the city only to find 
themselves more feared than the Com­ 
munists. They also moved Saigon's 
curfew back from 10 to 9 p.m.

The open 
market exchange rate of the South 
Vietnamese piaster fluctuated in the 
neighborhood of 2,000 Piasters to $1, 
more than double the rate at the 
beginning of the week. 


In the Mekong Delta city of Can Tho. 
75 miles southwest of Saigon where 
Australian planes flew in 1,800 refugees 
Wednesday, the curfew was moved up to 
8 p.m. from 10 p.m 
Thieu’s fate was increasingly in doubt. 
He was in disfavor with some military 
leaders who blamed him for the debacle 
that has delivered three-fourths of South 
Vietnam to the Communists without a 
struggle. 


Reports Wednesday said the generals 
had given Thieu three days to resign 
The Council of Generals met throughout 
the day to discuss action —only the 
second time in three years the generals 


were known to have met in a group. 
There was pressure from the Saigon 
senate, from Buddhists, from militant 
Roman Catholics and from outside 
sources for Thieu to step down Today in 
London. Sen Jacob Javits, R N Y., said 
there was a possibility the U.S. Congress 
would be more favorably disposed to aid 
South Vietnam if Thieu quit 
Another Communist diplomat said, 
“ Negotiations which would bring about 
some sort of coalition and elections 
would be the cheap way to victory.” 
The diplomats said, however that the 
Viet Cong would likely press for a 
decisive battle for Saigon if President 
Thieu remained in office There were 
similar official statements Wednesday 
in Paris by members of the permanent 
Viet Cong delegation there who said 
Saigon could even come under artillery 
bombardment.

project.” Hutson said the county effort 
was a “ kind of good faith gesture,” to 
dovetail with federal and state efforts 
Repair of

roadway 
has been 
estimated to cost as much as $850,000 
A segment of the southbound lane of S- 
20 collapsed more than a year ago after 
heavy storms. Later it was discovered 
that the road, a major access from the 
Base to Santa Maria had been built over 
a historic slide area. 
R ep resen ta tive 
Robert 
J 
Lagomarsino 
has 
actively 
sought 
federal funds which are available for 
repair of military access roads, but the 
question 
had 
bogged 
down 
in 
governmental red tape 
About a week ago a story circulated 
that S-20 could be repaired with the aid 
of outside funds of about half the 
original estimate for the repair This 
story could not be confirmed today. 
Hutson said some county money had 
been found in various accounts, but that 
he couldn’t estimate the exact amount 
At the same time, Hutson said he talked 
the other day with a survey engineering 
team at the*' break location and learned 
some 
adverse news. He said the 
engineers told him that some soil 
samples drilled from as deep as 100 feet 
at the scene were 40 per cent moisture 
The source said there had been so many 
government survey teams working at 
the scene that much of the money for the 
repair had probably already been spent 
A decision on the repair is about three 
months away, the source said 
When the push for the repair came in 
mid January, it was reported that the 
project was too expensive for the county 
to go it alone 
U.S. Department of 
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ruled out the use of emergency relief 
funds for disaster use, and turned 
attention to defense access funds. 
It was uncertain today what role the 
state was playing in the project, but they 
were obviously involved S-20 is a county 
road. 
Leland Steward, the county's chief of 
transportation, and his top aides were 
not available to sort out the details 
today. That fact would seem to bear out 
old topographic maps that show the road 
segment is in the path of an old slide 
However, Hutson said the soil samples 
would be drained of the moisture and 
then compacted to determine how much 
load the soil would bear, dry.

Two Indian women 
block forest complex

County reporter 
Refusal of two Indian women to grant access 
through their 160-acre West Camino Cielo 
property held in trust by the U.S. Bureau of 
Indian Affairs has thrown a literal roadblock 
into plans for a $1.2 million forest academy of 
Students International Meditation Society. 
The County Planning Commission learned of 
this problem Wednesday when SIMS requested 
a one-year time extension on the conditional use 
permit granted last April 29 by a 5-4 vote of the 
commission. 
County Transportation Department officials 
informed 
the commission that the quarter 
section of public domain land involved is owned 
by Mrs Eugene Varela, of Santa Barbara, and 
her sister, Mrs. Phyllis Minnick, daughters of 
the original allottee, the late Cecelia Josto. 
The sisters, said to be descendants of the 
Chumash tribe, which once ranged the area, 
have refused to grant permission for public use 
of the road crossing through their property one 
mile east of Refugio Pass on Refugio Rd. 
The society has a center in Santa Barbara and 
had planned a complex to house 146 students and 
staff at the forest school on the Santa Ynez 
Mountains site above Goleta Valley. But if it 
cannot use West Camino Cielo from the east 
from Refugio Pass, it would have to negotiate a 
stretch of 16 miles of rough, unimproved 
roadway from San Marcos Pass on the east to 
get to the academy site. Even four-wheel 
vehicles cannot make the trip during winter 
months, Michael Porter, SIMS representative, 
told the commission. 
The planners had granted the use permit with 
the condition SIMS upgrade the road from 
Refugio Pass to the academy site. 
But Bureau of Indian Affairs officials at 
Riverside 
informed Codnty Transportation 
Department officials that the position taken by 
Mrs. Varela on advice of their office requires 
them to put the county on notice that its 
employes and the public would be considered 
trespassers 
in 
using 
the 
road over 
the 
undeveloped property. 


Indian Affairs authorities recommended the 
county block off the road as it enters onto the 
Indian trust property to prevent further public 
use. 
Transportation Department director Leland 
Steward said his office will now go before the 
Board of Supervisors to request that the special 
use permit by which his department gained a 
special right-of-way in 1950 through federal and 
private lands be terminated. Under this permit, 
the county has been maintaining the roadway 
and making it passable most of the year at a 
cost of about $6,000 annually. Steward said he is 
recommending his department only maintain 
the 3.7 miles of paved road at the east end of 
Camino Cielo which services a number of home 
owners and a field rifle range of a sportsman's 
club. 
Should the remaining 15.3 miles be left 
without maintenance, it would not only severely 
handicap the forest academy project, but also 
area broadcasters who have facilities on TV 
Peak. The rough road also serves as access to a 
satellite 
tracking 
station 
maintained 
by 
Vandenberg Air Force Base on Santa Ynez 
Peak. Access to these stations would be reached 
only by the long roundabout way from San 
Marcos Pass rather than Refugio Road if the 
Indian land was blocked off. 
The planning body voted to continue the SIMS 
request for two weeks, until April 16 to await 
further 
developm ents 
by 
the 
county 
supervisors. 
Po rt er 
said 
SIMS 
representatives, 
meanwhile, would seek to work out an access 
agreement 
with 
the 
Indian 
women 
in 
conjunction with the other regular road users, 
including Vandenberg AFB, radio and television 
stations. 
Because of the rough, steep terrain of the land 
owned by the Indian women, no roadcould be 
built around the property, it was stated. 
The county cannot condemn the property, and 
there is no right-of-way document covering the 
portion of the road across Public Domain 
Allotment No. 11 owned by the sisters, Steward 
said.

Welfare chief 
says Medi-Cal 
may break state 


SACRAMENTO <UPI) — The state's health and welfare chief 
expressed fears Wednesday night that California’s multibillion 
dollar Medi-Cal program could bankrupt the state 
Mario G. Obledo, secretary of health and welfare, said costs for 
providing care to the state’s elderly, disabled and poor could soar 
"overnight” to 14 6 billion from $2 1 billion 
"We need a new system,” Obledo told United Press 
International. "It is going to bankrupt the state ” 
During a hearing of the Assembly Health Committee. Obledo 
explained that lawsuits, proposed fee increases to health care 
providers, pending legislation, and federal compliance penalties 
could double the cost of the eight-year-old program. 
"If the increases were granted to providers as presently 
requested and there was a relaxation of some program controls 
then it would immediately rise to $3.9 billion,” he said 
"If some of the pending legislation were inacted and some of the 
lawsuits settled,” Obledo said. "That figure would immediately 
jump to $4 6 billion dollars.” 
“That is why I made the statement that should the increases be 
allowed as requested by providers it would immediately bankrupt 
the state,” explained Obledo 
Obledo, one of Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r.’s early appoint­ 
ments. aooeared before the committee to discuss dental care 
service received by Medi-Cal recipients and the cancellation of a 
contract with the San Joaquin Medical Foundation. 
Under questioning by the committee, Obledo said he had 
instructed the state health department to do a comprehensive 
study of the Medi-Cal system 
"We must develop plans to secure quality medical care for 
those who need it at a cost which the state can afford,’ he said 
After agreeing that the Medi-Cal system should be changed. 
Obledo added. "I think perhaps we ought to change priorities 
“For instance, it is very difficult to tell the elderly we are 
cutting back on dentures when on the very same day you read an 
article that the government spent $350 million trying to recover a 
submarine.” He was referring to recent news stories about the 
CIA’s operation to recover a Russian submarine. 


Blizzard howls 
across Chicago 


CHICAGO (UPIi - An April blizzard howled across Chicago 
Wednesday night, leaving city streets deserted, shutting down the 
world's busiest airport and 
turning the nation's busiest 
expressway into a ghost road of stalled cars. 
When it was over, eight persons were dead and thousands were 
stranded. 
Eight persons died of heart attacks while attempting to shovel 
snow, push stalled autos or hike to shelter from their stalled cars 
The city crawled out from beneath a one-foot shroud of snow 
today and, informed the worst was over, set about the task of 
making the paralyzed city run again 
All city schoois were closed today, as were most suburban 
schools, and some businesses. 
Traffic was still jammed up on Chicago area expressways, 
posing a nightmare to morning rush hour motorists. But city 
workers pushed aside hundreds of stalled cars and plowed away 
the snow and ice in an effort to make highways passable. 
O’Hare International Airport, shutdown Wednesday for only the 
third time in history, remained closed as work crews started 
clearing airport runways. An airport spokesman said one runway 
would be open by around noon. 
Thousands of travelers were stranded at O'Hare. 
By late Wednesday, the O'Hare Hilton hotel was booked full and 
the O’Hare Travelers’ Aid office was swamped with persons 
looking for a place to spend the night. 
"You’ll just have to find the most comfortable chair,” Trav­ 
elers Aid workers told them 
About 5,000 persons spent the night at the snow-swept airport 
The Chicago Blackhawks hockey game with the Kansas City 
Scouts scheduled for Wednesday night was postponed The Scouts 
were unable to fly into Chicago and were diverted to Indianapolis 
and left stranded 
Blinding, wind-driven snow and sleet produced massive traffic 
jams on major expressways. Some exasperated motorists, stuck 
in heavy snows, left their cars parked helter-skelter along the 
expressways and sought refuge from the storm 
Most expressways looked like parking lots, and city streets 
were desolate 
The storm came less than 48 hours after the March 31 deadline 
for removing studded snow tires. 
Nearly 1,000 students were snowed in at three high schools in 
northwest suburban Skokie when the storm struck Wednesday, but 
only a handful were forced to spend the night. 
Even the weathermen were snowbound One forecaster was 
forced to spend the night at the National Weather Service’s 
O’Hare station and at least two others were unable to get home 
from the weather service’s Chicago office. 
"There were blizzard conditions because of the strong winds 
and blowing snow,” an NWS forecaster said A foot of snow fell on 
Chicago. 


Connally verdict may 
be matter of belief 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The bribery trial of former Treasury 
Secretary John Connally Jr. may depend on whether the jury 
believes him or his long-time Texas crony, Jake Jacobsen. 
Assistant Watergate Prosecutor Jon A. Sale said Connally asked 
for and got $10,000 for helping raise 1971 price supports for raw 
milk, and said Jacobsen, the prosecution’s star witness, will 
testify to that. 
Connally’s lawyer, Edward Bennett Williams, said Connally got 
no such payment He said Jacobsen kept the money and made up 
the bribery story. 
A jury was seated Wednesday. Sources said the lead-off witness 
would be Agriculture Department economist Don Paarlberg. 
Prosecutors say they will play a tape recording of Connally’s 
conversation with Richard Nixon on March 23, 1971, two days 
before the former President reversed the Agriculture Department 
and raised dairy price supports 
Connally is charged with twice accepting $5,000 for helping to 
obtain the increase Jacobsen, a friend of Connally for 25 years, 
was a lawyer for Associated Milk Producers, Inc. 
In April 1971, Sale said, Connally reminded Jacobsen of his help, 
mentioned the milk producers’ political funds and asked, “ You 
think you can get some of that money for m e?” 
But Williams said Connally "did not at any time receive 
anything whatsoever from the milk producers or Mr. Jake 
Jacobsen or anyone else. "He (Jacobsen) converted it to his own 
use He embezzled the money.” 
Williams said Jacobsen asked an AMPI lobbyist, Bob A. Lilly, 
about giving $10,000 to Connally for political contributions. 
"Later, in conversation with Connally, in a casual manner he 
said, ‘Mr Secretary, you were very helpful. We have money 
available for you for a campaign contribution if you choose,’” 
Williams quoted Jacobsen as saying 
Williams quoted Connally as replying, " ‘No, Jake, I am a 
Democrat in a Republican administration. As a member of a 
Republican administration I will not contribute to Democrats and 
as a Democrat I will not contribute to the Republicans.’” 
Williams said Jacobsen testified six times in late 1973 and early 
1974 that he had not given Connally any money. 
In February, 1974, Jacobsen was charged in San Angelo, Tex., 
with mishandling $825,000 in savings and loan funds. The same 
month he was charged in Washington with perjury. 
In March. Jacobsen began negotiating with the Watergate 
prosecutors, Williams said. Last August, Jacobsen, indicted with 
Connally a month before, pleaded guilty to one count of making an 
illegal payment to a public official. Watergate prosecutors agreed 
to drop the Texas charges. 
A federal district judge in Texas objected, and an appeals court 
now is considering the matter

Hawaiian Tuna Puffs 
1 cup w ater 
ft cup butter 
1 tbsp. soy sauce 
1 cup flour 
V4 tsp. salt 
4 eggs 
Bring water, soy sauce and butter to boil in m edium sized saucepan. Add 
flour and salt all at once. Stir over m edium heat until m ixture leaves sides of 
pan-about one m inute. R em ove from heat. Blend in eggs one at a tim e, 
beating vigorously after each until m ixture is sm ooth and glossy. Drop by 
rounded tablespoonsful onto a greased cookie sheet. Bake at 400 d egrees for 
45-50 m inutes, until golden brown and dry. R em ove from sheet im m ediately. 
Cool. Split and fill with chilled filling just before serving. Serves 12. 
Tip: For hors d ’ oeuvres, drop dough by teaspoonsful and bake at 400 
degrees for 25-30 m inutes. Cool. Split and fill just before serving. M akes 4 
dozen. 
Puffs can be m ade a day ahead and filled just before serving. Should they 
get too soft, reheat in oven at 350 degrees for about five m inutes and cool.

LOS ANGELES (U P I) — The changing of the guard at 
Pauley Pavilion, home of the UCLA basketball dynasty, 
takes place today as John Wooden, the retiring “ Wizard 
of Westwood” gives up a record of 10 NCAA titles in a 
dozen years to a man called “ Clean Gene.” 
Gene Bartow, known internationally as well as 
nationally for his coaching abilities, was given his 
release Wednesday from a five-year contract at Illinois 
to take over as UCLA’s head basketball coach, succeed­ 
ing the legendary Wooden. 
Bartow. 44, who in his 14 years of college coaching as 
amassed a record of 229 wins and 140 losses, was to be 
officially introduced as the Bruins’ new head coach at 
ceremonies at UCLA today. 
In announcing the coaching assignment, UCLA Athletic 
Director J.D. Morgan said of Bartow: “ I regard Gene 
Bartow as one of the nation’s outstanding coaches who is 


a fine proven teacher of sport of basketball. We are 
pleased to welcome him as our new head basketball 
coach and are looking for him to continue the great 
heritage of UCLA basketball. ” 


Bartow, a soft-spoken Missourian who spent four years 
at Memphis State before taking over as Illinois’ coach,

Gibson has announced that this is his 
final baseball season Although he is the 
winningest pitcher among active players 
• 248 career victories), 1974 was the worst 
statistically of his 14 full big league 
seasons. 


He had his first losing record of those 
years, 11 and 13 His earned run average 
was his highest (3 83) and his strikeout 
total was his lowest. 


“ I'd be a damn fool if I said I’m as good 
as Ive ever been,” said Gibson. “ But I 
wasn't all that bad last season, either 
There were six games, for example, in 
which I was removed from the game with a 
lead And we lost that lead We win those 
games and 1 have 17 wins for the season ” 


It is time, though, he says, to quit. 


“ I ve been playing ball tor something like 
30 years 
30 years! — and I’m tired 
“ Oh once you get on the mound, 
the 


challenge comes back, and it's fun.” 


His eyes, shaded under his bright red 
Cardinal cap. are alive now. His voice is 
quick and rather high 


“ There is that sense of power on the 
mound, like you know everything pretty 
much depends out there on how you do. Or 
don’t do That’s something I ’ll miss when I 
finish playing ball ” 


He says that being one of the best at his 
profession was something he strove for He 
says he knows that whatever is next — 
possibly broadcasting, possibly business, 
he has enough money to make a leisurely 
choice - he may not reach the heights he 
did as a ballplayer 


“ I don’t think that that will be frustrating 
— not being the best anymore.” he said '’I 
mean, I will always know that there was 
something I could do as good or better than 
anyone else That’s satisfying My records 
are important in a relative way in this 
regard 
I ’ve had accomplishments and 
there thev are for all to see. 


“ I ’m proud of them, and sometimes even 
now I’ll think about, oh, my no-hitter in 1972 
or that 1968 season and a smile will come to 
my mind.” 


In 1968, he had a 1.12 ERA, an all-time 
big-league low, and won 22 games, led the 
Cardinals to a pennant and a World Series 
win; he broke the Series record in the first 
game in 1968, striking out 17 Detroit Tiger 
batters. 


“ But when it’s over, I hope not to dote on 
the past,” he said “ And I won’t be going to 
any of those old-timers’ games, I ’ll tell you 
that I ’ve sat around and heard these guys 


When you get old, you don't heal 


talking about how good they were and how 
the players today ain’t nothin’ like they 
used to be 
“ Hell, we re better than they are, and the 
players to come will be better than us. It’s 
the way things are.” 
Being tired is both a mental and physical 
thing for Gibson. 
“ Last season, I had my knee drained 22 
times, before almost every start, and that’s 
tiring,” he said “ Also, playing for so long, 
1 can’t get as fiercely excited before a 
game as I used to. But losing — man, I still 
can’t get used to that. ’’ 
There is another change apparent to 
Gibson and that is the difference in the 
treatment of blacks. 
“ I remember when 1 first came down 
here to spring training in 1958, the black 
players couldn’t stay at the same hotel as 
the whites. And there was no place for us to 
keep our families So they stayed home. 
That has changed. 
“ Also, I think more people think of me as 
Bob Gibson, ballplayer, instead of Bob 
Gibson, black ballplayer. I believe that 
because of my mail, which is a lot less 
racist than it once was. 
“ But still there is an under current. You 
get it in little things. For example, I was in 
an elevator in a hotel recently A couple 
gets on Now I ’m in a suit and tie. The man 
says to me, ‘I want the twenty-second 
floor.’ He thought I had to be the elevator 
operator 
“ I said, For all I care, mister, you can

Community center 


A 
Lompoc 
community 
center idea has been floating 
around for a very long time. 
The idea was fueled this week 
with the release of more than 
$100,000 in funds to the Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Housing 
Authority for just such a 
facility in relationship to their 
housing units. 
The fund release seems to 
have opened up a number of 
opportunities 
which 
could 
eventually see the fulfillment 
of such a center, but, before 
this can happen, it appears 
that 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
coordinated effort must be 
accomplished. 
We have, 
in a way, a 
complicated situation. 
The Lompoc City Council 
has moved ahead already on a 


community center for Ryon 
Park 
Design has already 
been paid for. A suggestion, 
however, is before the Council 
that the Ryon Park center be 
abandoned in favor of a new 
city hall. The present city hall 
would then be converted to the 
planned community center. 
This plan, however, is not set 
and dependent on the receipt 
of community bloc funds, 
mixed with revenue sharing 
funds and other factors. 
The Housing Authority must 
construct their facility on 
property presently occupied 
by the Lompoc Boys’ Club. 
Housing Authority officials 
say they do not wish to 
jeopardize the Boys’ Club 
operation. The Boys’ Club 
meanwhile have their own 


building site but obviously not 
enough money to build. 
Other organizations needing 
adequate facilities sit in the 
wings, such as the Girls' Club, 
YMCA, Senior Citizens, etc.

Veterans Building has been 
the hub facility for clubs and 
organizations. However, it is

Evacuation plan 


Like a number of state laws, the one 
mandating an evacuation plan for areas 
downstream from dams, took a couple 
of years to be implemented. <The Field 
Act is another The act was on the books 
for about 22 years 
before it was 
implemented 
For those not familiar 
with the act. it says 
that 
schools 
built 
prior 
to 
the 
Long 
Beach earthquake of 
1933 must meet strict 
construction 
stan­ 
dards or be razed. In 
about 1965. the courts 
ruled that each 
individual trustee was personally liable 
for any damages or injury in the event 
that a school building fell during an 
earthquake. Almost overnight school 
boards up and down the state began to 
tear some of the old buildings down.) 
The county and specifically the county 
flood control district agency is in 
process of developing evacuation plans 
for 12 dams including Cachuma on the 
Santa Ynez River and Twitchell on the 
Santa Maria River Actually there were 
13 dams spelled out in the state 
mandate, but one, Sheffield, north of 
Foothill Road in Santa Barbara was 
withdrawn The state wants to see a plan 
that would be put into effect if a dam 
failed or collapsed. 
The county flood control agency has 
been named custodian of the maps, 
which are the key to the whole 
evacuation plan idea. Carl Chappell, 
agency supervisor and chief of special 
projects, is guiding the whole program. 
Cachuma and Twitchell are the 
important dams in terms of potential 
flood damage. Chappell said major 
emphasis is being placed on Cachuma at 
the moment He feels that experience 
gained in the Cachuma part of the 
county’s program will be valuable in 
dealing 
with 
the 
11 
other 
dams 
designated for the study. 
In simple terms a plan would indicate 
what would be done in the event that 
Cachuma (or any one of the others) 
failed By failing the engineers mean a 


crack or some other problem that might 
suddenly release a large quantity of 
water downstream. In the event that 
happened, an early warning system 
(hopefully) 
would 
result 
in 
the 
evacuation of all the people and 
livestock in the path of the wall of 
water The system would also work if, 
say 
Juncal 
and 
Gibralter 
dams 
upstream from Cachuma failed and had 
the 
potential 
for 
sending 
an 
unreasonable 
amount 
of 
water 
downstream toward Cachuma. In other 
words, if the surge was far more than 
could be handled by Bradbury Dam at 
Cachuma. 
There has never been any hint that 
Cachuma or Twitchell for that matter 
were in any danger of failing. An official 
told this reporter some weeks ago that 
the Bureau of Reclamation, builder of 
Cachuma. had never had a dam failure. 
Nevertheless the state is taking no 
chances. 
Readers may recall the tragedy of the 
Baldwin Reservoir collapse in Los 
Angeles County some years ago, and 
some may also recall the excitement 
that developed in 1965 when a crack was 
discovered in Matilhja Dam which is 
located on the Ventura River, near Ojai. 
I was new to such things in those days. 


My editor sent me up to the area just 
below the dam with instructions to find 
out what the residents of those areas 
thought about Matillija. Unfortunately 
no one told me about the crack that had 
been discovered I found the residents 
had barely given a thought to the 
possibility that Matillija might fail. 
Later those same residents and this 
reporter became deeply concerned. 
Engineers cut a huge notch out of the top 
of the retaining wall, thus reducing the 
amount of water pressing against the 
dam That seemed to work. 
On March 25, Chappell met with 
representatives of key entities along the 
Santa Ynez River including the City of 
Lompoc. Input gained in that meeting 
will be co-mmgled with some input that 
is being sought from such organizations 
as the Red Cross. 
Basically the program is designed to 
identify the facilities and the location of 
the population that would be damaged in 
the event of a dam failure. All civil 
defense 
and 
emergency 
services 
organizations would be involved in the 
care and protection of the watershed 
area. 
The program is another link in the 
skem of efforts we make to cope with 
nature. And the state is insisting on it.

Stirrings of Spring 


Hey, nonny, nonny, Spring is here 
again with red tulips and Form 1040’s 
springing up madly 
all over 
the 
landscape and time for the eager 
gardener to apply his first spread of 
fertilizer. Alas, how even such an 
innocent pursuit leads the bewildered 
American 
back 
into 
controversy, 
contumely and contempt: 
Fertilize 
grass when half the world’s hungry! You 
can’t cut the lawn these days without 
being struck by a flying statistic — 25 
per cent of the fertilizer used in the 
United States goes to lawns, gardens 
and golf courses, and the US consumes a 
quarter of all the precious fertilizer used 
in the world. Every dollar’s worth of 
nutrient spread on a Los Angeles pet 
cemetery 
means 
that 
the hungry 
countries will have to import five 
dollars' worth of food next year. 
Or so say the figures of James Grant, 
president of Overseas Development 
Council, who should know; but should I 
then stop enjoying my garden? How can 
the loinclothed native get my fertilizer 
anyway, let alone the irrigation needed 
to match it? And why don’t the hungry 
nations control their populations? 
A feeling of helplessness rose at one 
point last week as though we had 
reached a saturation point of problems. 
Never did gladsome look of Spring so 
belie the gloom of events. As Spring 
bounced back wedges of geese honked 
northward overhead, every bird telling 
the leader where it should go and how 
high it should fly. It sounded like 
Washington Chickens came home to 
roost, too, from all directions. It seemed 
at one point as though we were running 
out of scapegoats for the failure of the * 
Kissinger mission, for the retreat in 
Cambodia and Vietnam, the failure of 
Congress to take White House advice on 
the economy, and vice versa The day 
the magnolias bloomed the stock market 
dropped 20 points. 
It was all so simple to some: the Wall 
Street 
Journal 
pontificated, 
“ By 
withholding military aid from Southeast 
Asia, 
Congress 
has 
made 
itself 
responsible for whatever eventually 
happens there.” Nothing like a good all­ 
purpose scapegoat! The Journal also 
admonished the cringing Congress that 
it was probably responsible for the 
failure of the Kissinger mission, too. 
Congress has either done a miserable 
job in the last three months or an 
excellent job, you take your pick. TRB 
thinks that Congress did what came 
naturally to it with extraordinary speed 
—for Congress; and that its faults were- 
built into it by the Founding Fathers. To 
cure them you must demobilize the veto- 
sprinkled mine fields that booby-trap 
action under the separation of powers. 
That is not likely to happen and the 
alternative is a popular demand for the 
president to lead and for Congress to 
follow.

program last January and that all 
congress had to do was rubber-stamp it. 
Rubberstampmg was what got Richard 
Nixon into trouble and it is significant 
how soon impatient citizens want the 
practice restored. They are right in a 
sense too It is about the only way to get 
fast action and modern emergencies 
demand fast action more and more. The 
push to let the president lead, to sanctify 
the office and deify the man, is just as1 
strong beneath the surface now as 
during Watergate. Save in wartime 
Congress can’t hurry, it is structurally 
intended to go slow, to compromise, 
composed of three bodies that often get 
in each other’s way; the House that is 
too big to debate, the Senate where 
Nevada and Alaska have the same votes 
as populous California and New York, 
and the third house, the House of 
Lobbyists, often as powerful as its two 
fellows. It takes time to reconcile all 
three 
Congress has purse-string oversight. 
This is a tremendous power, but 
oversight takes time and patience and 
Congress, as it is shoved and bullied 
along, seems less and less inclined to 
use 
it. 
Congress 
failed 
to 
give 
appropriate oversight to the FBI and to 
the CIA, to the Bay of Pigs and to the 
adventure in Chile, to the Tonkin Gulf 
fraud and the secret Cambodia bombing 
Prospect is that short of constitutional 
changes the presidential office will 
expand, Congress erode. 


Coming back to the moral dilemma of

Island- 
kmgdom Japan, he says, from about 
1720-1850 kept population steady longer 
than any other nation in history by the 
process among farmers of “ mabiki ” — 
thinning out — which was a brutally 
realistic euphemism for infanticide. 
Japanese population at 106 million today 
may stabilize by the new form of 
mabiki-abortion 
China, the mysterious land without 
statistics, is stuck with an ideology that 
says Communists don’t need birth 
control, but with perhaps 800 million 
people (pushing on to a billion) it is 
applying the toughest social coercion. 
Women shouldn’t marry till 25, men till 
30, with three years between the 
recommended first and second child, 
and all population limiting devices 
available free, from Mao to the pill. 
1 have noted a hardening of attitude 


recently among writers on world hunger 
who are caught in the moral dilemma 
between compassion and arithmetic. 
Some leaders of have-not countries at 
the World Population Conference at 
Bucharest last August, and at the World 
Food 
Conference 
at 
Rome 
last 
November, 
refused 
to 
take 
any 
responsibility for their plight They 
blamed 
the always available 
and 
already guilt-ridden US. 
But even 
American abundance can’t keep up with 
100 million newcomers a year on earth. 
Rosenzweig, who isn’t above an 
academic quip or two (“ the population 
explosion is everybody’s baby” ) is 
fascinated by China's experiment And 
here 
is 
another 
moral 
dilemma 
Communist 
China 
applies 
social 
coercion, not to say repression to control 
population 
and 
its 
people 
seem 
satisfactorily fed Next biggest country 
is democratic India, where voluntary 
population limitation appears to have 
failed In India a fourth of those bom die 
before reaching 4 years. Seventy-six per 
cent of the 600 million Indians, it is 
asserted, are malnourished Population 
is increasing at the enormous rate of 10 
or 15 million a year. The US has just 
agreed to supply 800,000 more tons of 
wheat at concessional prices before 
June, but how long can this last?

Candidates 


WASHINGTON - That wise elder 
statesman of the Democratic party, 
Averell 
Harriman, 
sums 
up 
the 
condition 
of 
his 
party 
with 
characteristic realism We are in great 
shape, he says, until we start to talk 
about picking a candidate for 1976 
Then, of course, the 
hard-won 
unity 
achieved 
after 
the 
debacle of 1972 falls 
apart. With five can­ 
didates 
already 
declared and George 
Wallace and others 
still to come, and with 
Sen. Edward Kennedy 
content to wait in the 
wings, the factional­ 
ism just below the 
surface is all too evi­ 
dent. 
The five all have qualities, some 
exceptional 
qualities, 
reflecting 
backgrounds and origins that in their 
diverse ways are part of America In 
normal times it is not hard to imagine 
one or two of the clutch being a good 
president. In this context I’m afraid 
normal would mean the late 1940s or 
early 1950s or even perhaps the prewar 
era when at least superficially things 
here at home seemed normal 
But these are not normal times. On 
the contrary, while we are not in a 
shooting war, the abnormality of the 
times in almost every department would 
be hard to exaggerate. And that is why 
what these men are saying, let alone the 
fact of a contest going full steam ahead 
a year before the earliest primary, must 
seem so irrelevant. And because it is 
irrelevant almost no one is listening 
In a somewhat different fashion the 
same 
condition 
prevails 
in 
the 
Republican party. Nothing could be 
more irrelevant at the present moment 
than the proposal of a conservative 
faction to secede or the intimation from 
more 
moderate 
conservatives 
that 
Gerald Ford is too radical and must be 
supplanted by a true blue whose name is 
Ronald Reagan. 
President Ford is a good man He is a 
decent 
human 
being 
with 
warm, 
compassionate impulses who faithfully 
and tirelessly goes through the public 
motions of the office. This last is true to 
the extent that he sometimes seems to 
be wasting precious hours on trivia 
He is a good man in the same way 
Charlie Brown is a good man He gets up 
there on that mound and winds up for a 
pitch with the vim and vigor of the 
greatest pitcher of all time But then 
there is Lucy, a dozen Lucys, a thousand 
Lucys in every guise to throw him off 
balance and spoil the play. 
If much of what he says sounds 
irrelevant, in my opinion it is because he 


is a prisoner of his own past. Nowhere is 
that more painfully apparent than on 
Cambodia and Vietnam. 
During his years in the House of 
Representatives Ford voted for every 
single Vietnam appropriation as Lyndon 
Johnson was escalating the war to put in 
more than a half million American 
ground troops. The echo of the past is 
loud and clear in the case he has been 
trying to make for more military aid for 
Indochina 
That is bringing a head-on collision 
with the Congress. This is in itself bad 
enough What is even worse is the 
revelation of the poverty of imagination 
and 
creativity 
in 
the 
Ford 
administration There should have been 
some 
solution 
— 
perhaps 
a 
humanitarian operation to help the 
tragic victims of the war in Cambodia — 
other than the constant repetition of 
cliches about dominoes and America’s 
commitment to a hopeless war 
Running for president is a hard, time- 
consuming, money-absorbing task 
I 
was guilty of an injustice to the two who 
are 
today 
the 
leading 
announced 
candidates. Sens. Henry M. Jackson of 
the State of Washington and Lloyd 
Bentsen of Texas, when I said that 
devoting so much time to crisscrossing 
the country they would surely be 
neglecting their senatorial duties. 
The 
both 
assure 
me 
they 
are 
scrupulously careful to be on deck for all 
important votes thereby maintaining a 
voting record that cannot be faulted. 
During the current spring recess, unless 
that is nixed by the tax dilemma in the 
Senate, they will be out on the hustings 
in a dozen or more states 
Given the state of the nation and the 
world, it can be taken as a sign of 
confidence in the system that able men 
want to run for president. How can 
anyone want an office that, as Ford has 
been discovering, is so mired down by 
forces beyond the control of any 
individual? 
The answer is that they do. They want 
it passionately, with an expenditure of 
effort that boggles the mind That the 
times are out of joint is no deterrent 
since obviously they think they were 
bom to set them right.
